Nt>ws received here Sunday morning 
of the fearful death of Judge William 
Conner Bell at Seattle occasioned much 
sorrow and general regret. A dispatch 
from Seattle to Monday morningsa pa- 
per* gave the details as follows: 
Seattle, Wash., May 1. Judge W. C. 
Hell, of IlaiTodsburg, was instantly 
killed and Mrs. Bell and lA other per- 
sona were Injured at 10 o’clock last 
night in a trolley wreck near Matheson 
Station, Orehord Beach. Tbs accident 
was caused by a runaway car, heavily 
laden, colliding with the trolley car. 

Judge and Mrs. Bell, in company 
with Mr. and Mr*. Ralph Goddard, for- 
merly of liarrodsburg, but now living 
in thia city, were returning to the Sor- 
rento Hotel, where Judge Bell woe reg- 
ietered. when the wreck occurred. Judge 
Hell lived only a few minutcre after the 
City hospital was reached, where he 
was taken after being dug from be- 
neath the wreckage. Mrs. Hell is in a 
critical condition. Her skull was badly 
crushed and little hope for her recovery
